Is a wide hall, from the left Bide of 
wbiob ascends a flight of staire upon 
vyhich no pains or money were spared.

large rooms separated by a folding 
door, and used In tbe time of Mrs.

Ortainly no more convenient ar-

The selection of these prem- 


ises was made for a multiplicity of 
reasons, chief among them being fav- 
orable 
location, surroundings, ar- 


rangement of building necessitating 
slight changed, sanitary facilities, etc. 


Perhaps no building in tbe city of 


Honolulu possesses so fine a location 
as that to which tbe Bit-hop mansion 
is claimant. 
Placed as it is within 


tbe center of a dwelling bouse district, 
it has none of the disagreeable sur- 
roundings incident to closely packed 
localities, but preserves intact tbe 
fresh and invigorating atmosphere due 
to tbe large yard and labyrinth of 
trees and t-nrubs. 
From Emma street the Bishop 


grounds are sbut off from public view 
by a stone wall, now overgrown with 
beautiful vines, choosing an artistic 
manner of spreading 
themselves 


about. Above tbe wall can be seen 
Just the faintest touches of variously 
colored foliage, causing one to long for 
a closer view. By two gates admis- 
sion can be gained—one directly in 
front of the bouse for those entering 
on foot, another to the extreme lefl 
for tbe accommodation of vehicles. 


Tbe grounds pofsess that softened 


and tropical appearance so common to 
tbe Islands; but instead of tbe wild 
overgrowth of abundant vegetation, 
likewise so common here, there Is the 
appearance of a master band preva- 
lent throughout tbe whole- in tbe 
laying out of lawns, arrangement of 
certain plants In numerous places to 
make a harmonious effect, the group- 
ing of vines and plants near tbe bouse 
show to greater advantage the latter 


But the Bishop mansion deserves 


still greater attention, owing to tbe 
fact that the Bishop estate trustees are 
now considering an offer made by the 
Board of Education, who are anxious 
to secure tbe bullditig for a high 
school, tbe present one used for that 
purpose being inadequate to growing 
needs. 


A description of the Bishop man- 


sion, it is believed, will show to the 
Honolulu public extraordinary fitness 
for the purpose indlcaUd. The spa- 
cious grounds and 
favorable »ur- 


rounditig«, as have already been mm 
tioned, constituting a potent factor 
In the success of any building as an 
educational Institution. 


The basement is admirably adapted 


for storage purposes, beiiiK luruh-hed 
with a cement floor throughout the 
several compartments, Into which it 
IH divided. 
In fact, at the time Mr-

Another advantage might be found in 
the fact, that in ca*>e of fire, the rooms 
could be emptied without the slightest 
fear of a panic. 


Tbe second floor is somewhat less 


roomy than the first, a wide balcony 
compensating for tbe remainder. 


Through tbe center of this floor 


runs a ball equal in size to the one 
below and situated just above the 
same. To the right and left of this are 
bedrooms of good size, with batb and 
dressing rooms. At tbe front are two 
large windows opening on to a small 
balcony. 


The ascent of another flight of stairs 


takes one to tbe third, or tower story, 
wbere tbe size is still more contracted. 
The same construction as found on 
tbe first and second floors is exempli- 
fied there likewise. 


On either side of the hall are small, 


cosy bedrooms, possessed of ample 
light and air and losing none of tbe 
cbarm of the surroundings from their 
high elevation. 


Another and narrow flight of steps 


leads to tbe summit of tbe tower, and 
from tbe door at tbe top an exit upon 
tbe teirace to tbe rear can be effected. 


Here it is that tbe beauty of Hono- 


lulu and its surroundings can be 
viewed without the unpleasant effect 
of having one's vision shut on" by an 
ugly building or an unpromising bill. 


Tbe harbor, with its enchantment 


of blue water, tbe long reaches of 
wbite beach at Walklki, vessels lying 
at anchor, chains of mountains shut- 
ting off the mass of foliage and bouxes 
which constitute Honolulu, the bright 
patches of color here aud there—all 
combine to make a picture of surpas- 
sing beauty only to be viewed with 
satisfaction from a building such as 
the Bishop mansion. 


With tbe advantages already men- 


tioned it is no wonder tbe Board of 
Education decided on tbe Bishop 
premises as tbe most suitable for high 
school purposes to be found in Hono- 
lulu.

Hawaiian Goose Protected—Senator* B

FIFTEENTH DAY—JULY 1. 


The Senate got down to business 


yesterday and is now struggling with 
tbe Land law as passed by the lower 
House. The morning session opened 
at the usual hour, Sens. Bice and 
Wilcox being absent. 


Minister Smith gave notice that al 


tbe lime of bis election by tbe Senate, 
J. A. Kennedy was not eligible to all 
in the Council.of State as he held two 
Government positions. Mr. Kennedy 
had since resigned bis Guvernmen 
positions and was ready to serve if re- 
elected by tbe Senate. Tbe election 
was put over to tbe regular order. 


A communication was received from 


the House announcing tbe joint stand 
ing committees. Minister Smith stated 
that the flnal engrossed copies of tbe 
Land bill as pasxed by tbe House 
would soon be presented to tbe Hen- 
ate. Under the regular order of the 
day the Senate on a motion of Sen. 
Baldwin proceeded to tbe election ol 
J. A. Kennedy to tbe Council of 
State. 


Sen Brown presented the report of 


tbe Judiciary Commitee on the Game 
bill. The >epori sets forth that the 
Act does not change the open season 
on doves and wild \ igeous. It also 
shortens the open season for the na- 
tive wild duck half a month aud ol 
quail and pheaxanis half a month. For 
all migratory birds tbe open season is 
lengthened, and ItU also recommend' 
ed that the Hawaiian wild goose re 
ceive tbe same protection as tbe wild 
duck. 
With the exception of the 


dove and wild plueou tbe open season 
begins on tbe 15tb of September in 
eacb year. 


Tbe comtnitte on the Vehicle Tire 


and Wheel bill recommended its re- 
ferenceTo a commission, one of which 
shall be tbe Minister of the Interior, 
which it. to report at the next session 
of the Legislature. 
Mlnti-ter Smith 


brought up the question of certificates 
of election for members ot tbe Council 
of State. On motion of Sen. McCand 
less tbe Secretary was Instructed to 
address a communication signed by 
tbe President of tbe Senate to mem- 
bers of the Council notifying them ol 
their election. 


Committee on depression of busi- 


ness and the Electric bill asked 
furtber time to report. 


Tbe conside ration of tbe Game bill 


was made tbe regular order of tbe 
day. 
Tbe first section was passed 


after the insertion of tbe words "Ha- 
waiian wild goose" according to the 
recommendation of the committee. 
In tbe matter of the fine to be im- 
posed on those breaking tbe law; 
after considerable discussion, tbe Sen* 
ate accepted the committee recom- 
mendation placing tbe fines at not 
less than $10 or more than S50. The 
bill was passed to engrossment and on 
motion of Sen. Brown the third read- 
ing was made tbe special order for 
Wednesday. 
On motion of Sen 


Brown the report of tbe Auditor-Gen, 
eral was referred to tbe Finance Com 
mittee. 


The Secretary read communications 


from tbe House including the resolu- 
tion introduced by Rep. Robertson

properly certified and engrossed. Re- 
ferred to tbe Judiciary Committee. 


The bill conferring on tbe Marshal, 


Sheriff-* and their deputies tbe power 
toadministeroatbs was also presented. 
Tbe bill passed its first reading and 
took the UHual order. The Senate at 
11:30 o'clock took a recess to 1 o'clock. 


At 1 o'clock the Senate came to- 


gether, Senator Wilcox beii g tbe only 
memher absent. The House bill on 
public lauds was read the fln«t time by 
title and passe'l

the rules tbe bill wa* read the second 
lime by section. On motion of Sena- 
tor Brown the report Of tbe cprclal 
romtuiiU'e was taken up with the 
Houwe hills.

ture of the section. Senator Baldwin 
stated that cucb a provision must''e- 
crease the value of the land to'i he 
buyer. He thought it an unbearu oS- 
thing that the Government ooutd tote 
upland when and where It pleaeffd 
without asking "by your leave.', 
Minister Bmlth believed the rights o! ' 
the holders were well protected oy the ' 
provisions in the latter part of the 
bill which prevented the Government 
from taking land on which crops were 
growing. The provision was not un- 
heard of, having been in vogue in 
Southern California. Senator Bald- 
win believed it improper to make it 
obligatory tor either deeds or leases to 
contain the proviso that "the Govern- 
ment may at any time with reasona- 
ble notice and without compensation 
take possession, etc." Senator Lyman 
believed 
tbe Government had no 


right to go upon tbe land of a private 
citizen without compensation and 
that ibe clause was unconstitutional. 
Minister Smith asked whether it was 
not for tbe public welfare to giard 
against the high charges often re- 
quired by private parties when tbe 
Government desires to make public 
highways, using private property 
therefor. Trie purchaser bought on 
these conditions and made his prepar- 
ations accordingly. On motion of 
Senator Brown the words "deeds and" 
in the first line and "such deeds and" 
in the 
second 
and sixth 
lines 


were struck out. On motion of 
Sen. Baldwin the word "may" was 
substituted for '•shall" in tbe third 
line, thus making it optional with the 
Government to put a proviso in the 
Itase to take lands for roads, rock, 
gravel, etc. 
The section passed as 


amended, 


Section 5, providing that the Com- 


missioners may from time to time by 
public notice proclaim as a road or 
street any portion of tbe public hinds 
not occupied under tbe provisions of 
Parts 6 aud 7, was passed as read. 


On section 6 tbe committee reported 


an amendment, supplying tae words 
"to be appointed" in place of the 
words "composed of the Minister of 
tbe Interior and two persons," thus- 
providing 
for 
the 
appointment 


of 
the 
Commissioners 
by 
the 


President. 
It 
was 
also recom- 


mended to strike out "removable?' in 
tbe third line and "appointed'*- in* tbe 
fifth line. 


Sen. McCandless offered an amend- 


ment 
that 
the words "approval 


of tbe Cabinet" be changed to read 
"approval of the Senate." 


Minister Smith believed it would be 


better for the Minister of tbe Interior 
to be a member of the Commission, 
and was supported by Sen Brown. 
The latter moved that the sectipu^pass 
as presented from tbe fJouBe. Sen,... 
Baldwin stated that tbe action of tbe 
committee bad been to hedge the ac- 
tion of tbe Land Commissioners. He 
believed tbe Commission should con- 
sist of a body of men entirely unbiased 
and tbe Minister of the Interior should 
not have the power to swing the mem- 
bers of tbe Commission according to 
his own ideas. 


Minister Damon remarked that the 


members of tbe Executive ought to be 
closely in touch with every depart- 
ment and bureau of tbe Government. 
The Land Commission should not be 
conducted entirely separate from tbe 
Executive. Tbe amendment as pro- 
posed by the committee was carried 
by a vote of seven to five. 


Sen. McCandless brought up bis 


motion for the approval of tbe ap- 
pointments by the 
Senate 
Sen- 


Baldwin thought the wording should 
remain as it was. It migbt be desired 
to make an appointment while tbe 
Senate was not in session. Sen. Mc- 
Candless' motion was lost. On motion 
tbe section was passed as amended. 


Section 7, as revised by the House 


bill, divided tbe land in tbe following 
districts: First district, Hilo, Hama- 
kua and Kobala; Second 
district, 


Puna, Eau and Kona; Third district, 
the islands of Maul, Molokai and Kau- 
halawe; Fourth district, Oabu, and 
Fifth district Kauai and Nilhau. The 
section as passed by the House was 
adopted. 


On Section 8 the committee recom- 


mended striking out the word "shall" 
and substituting the word "may." 
Minister Smith held that the office of 
sub-agent should be made obligatory, 
as It was very proper that records an d 
transfers should be kept in each dis- 
trict. Tne section was passed as in the 
House bill. 


Section 9, giving tbe Commissioners 


x>wer to establish forms of all instru- 
ments for carrying out tbe act, etc., 
was passed without amendment. 


Section 10 was passed to read "The 


Commissioners, with tbe approval of 
.he Cabinet, shall have power to pur- 
chase lands for homestead purposes 
with any funds that may be appropri- 
,ted therefor " 
Section 11, providing for district 


•angers, was passed as in the House 
)ill. Section 12 was also pasxed as 
read. Adjourned to 10 o'clock Tues- 
lay.

as set forth in Senator McCand- 
less' bill diminished accordingly. 


If the bill is changed according 


to the expert suggestions made last 
night, it is certain theie will be but 
little change made in present con- 
ditions. 


It was suggested by several pres- 


ent last night that vehicles tires 
were about right now, and no ben- 
eficial change could very well be 
made 
without involving serious 


and unnecessary complications. 


In speaking of the McCandless 


bill yesterday, a well known down 
town merchant said: 


"Judging by the storm of indigna- 
tion aroused among liverymen, hack- 
men, 
draymen, expressmen, etc., over 
the McCandless bill, which threatens 
to change the shape of nearly all the 
•wheels in the country, thus incurring 
great expense to owners of vehicles, it 
is very evident that the bill is extreme* 
ly unpopular. With so many hands 
raised against it, it is doubtful if the 
measure pass, or, should it success- 
fully work its way through the two 
houses, there ia strong possibility of a 
declaration of war being made against 
it. The Government, of course, would 
have to let out a big contract when 
the time came to alter its numerous 
wagons, but private parties and firms 
might combine 
and 
fight 
the 
law in the courts. Legislative acts do 
not always receive the sanction of the 
Supreme Court. The passage of the 
bill will at least have the effect of 
changing all wheels In the Govern- 
ment service."

STRIKES AND ARBITRATION. 


According to the documents sub- 


mitted to tbe Legislature in the 
eport of the Labor Commission on 
strikes and arbitration, a board of 
arbitration would be of about as 
much ure in settling differences 
between labor and capital as is the 
teacher of refractory scholars who 
nas no power to compel obedience. 
Boardb of arbitration are very use- 
ful m the way of investigators, and 
in this country would serve about 
the same purpose of the Labor 
Commission. They can look over 
the field, listen to the complaints 
from either side, and make sug- 
gestions sometimes 
for 
better, 


sometimes for worse. 
But 
for 


prompt action and a rapid settle- 
ment of difficulties a board of arbi- 
tration is sadly lacking. It is a 
useful organ in the general govern- 
mental make-up, but as a working 
arm is unwieldy, pai tirularly under 
the 
conditions "xi.-.tlog in this 


country. 


The situation is peculiar, and in 


many instances entirely foreign to 
the conditions presented in coun- 
tries where the arbitration board 
has accomplished a measure of 
success. The laborers are ignor- 
ant, and 
especially among the 


Japanese recognize no power above 
their consular agent. 
His word is 


regarded as law and once his deci- 
sion is given, the laborer abides by 
it. The question of wages having 
been established the scope of the 
problem is narrowed to personal 
treatment, a matter which can be 
better dealt with by an intelligent 
local magistrate than either arbi- 
trators or a traveling government 
official. 
The manager of the Pa- 


aubau Plantation points out the 
necessity of dealing with the un- 
ruly laborer in a manner that will 
bring him in contact with the 
sharp edge of the law. It would hard- 
ly do for the Government to sanc- 
tion the sanguinary punishment 
recommended, yet it is quite neces- 
sary for the ignorant to be brought 
to a realization that the process of 
law is cot a form inaugurated to 
pass away time.

The rich man's son 
in this instance does not stand 
above his fellows on merit pure and 
simple. He strives for high rank 
and is obedient to his teachers nb 
necessarily because it is right bat 
because there is mosey ahead—a 
tangible reward which in the unde- 
veloped, childish mind is usually 
far above the thought of cultivating 
the mind. 


Generally speaking the influence 


of school prizes may be looked up 
on as beneficial, but let every 
scholar be eligible to compete 
Let the rich man's children match 
their activities against those of the 
less fortunate on a fair basis and i 
they win, their reward is thrioe 
wholesome

Mr. Shearman and others ttll us that 
the Hawaiian Government has been 
stolen, the natives reduced to virtual 
slavery, and their wages brought 
down to tbe lowest possible point. 


Tbe simple, historical fact is that 


tbe natives receive twice as 'good 
wages as they did when I was a boy, 
and they are individually, on the av- 
erage, five limes as well off in earthly 
goods. I have never seen a Hawaiian 
beggar, though I have lived in the 
islands twenty-eight years. 


The production annually, per capita, 


by the inhabitants of tbe islands is 
larger than that of the United States 
or any other country of which I have 
any knowledge, which is a sign that 
they are an industrious people. The 
foreigu commerce of Hawaii is much 
larger, per capita, than that of the 
United States, and eeventeen-twen- 
tietbs of it is with America. 


Of United States vessels going to 


foreign countries there are only two 
ports in tbe world which have a larger 
tonnage than Honolulu, while, if you 
count tbe number of vessels carrying 
tbe American flag, Honolulu has 
more than twice as many as any 
other port.

"Where else in the world have the 


Chinese, Japanese, and Portuguese 
been so well received, and where else 
has there been so thorough an ac- 
knowledgment of the brotherhood of 
the human family ? The surest way 
to conciliate and harmonize all classes 
is to improve the condition of all. 
What liberality has been here shown 
for the natives in the recent erection 
of the Kamehameha Girls School by 
Charles R. Bishop and tbe unequalled 
museum and the magnificent gift of 
Mrs. Charles R. Bishop of $430,000 for 
tbe maintenance ol those two schools, 
so admirably housed and so admir- 
ably supplied. 
The existing Homestead Act is 


likely to be made still more attrac- 
tive to tbe native Hawaiian1*, and 
verify here the old motto of John 
Adami that the ownership of homes 
is essential to individual thrift and 
^elf-respect and to national strength 
and prosperity.

The steam yacht Eleanor, Captain 


Bcott, arrived Sunday morning, 14 
days and 5 hours from Yokohama, 
Japan. She is anchored in naval row. 
The vessel is the finest yacht that 
ever visited Honolulu, and as a result 
she attracted a great deal of attention 
yesterday. 


Her owner, William A. Slater, is on 


board and, besides bis wife and two 
children, Mr. Howard, Dr. Tingley 
and J. W. Slater accompany him on

the trip. The party is making a tour 
of the world. The vessel started from 
New London, Conn., on October 27, 
1894. 
The first port touched at was 


Fayal, Azore Islands; from there the 
yacht proceeded to ports on the 
French coast and, after touching at 
Naples and Messina, Port Said was 
reached. The yacht steamed through 
the Suez canal and in the course of 
time stops were made at Penarg, Sin- 
gapore, Borneo, Manila, Hongkong, 
Canton, Amoy, Shanghai, Nagasaki, 
Kobe, and 
finally Yokohama was 


reached. 


Stops were made at many places of 


interest to allow Mr. Slater and his 
party time for sightseeing. While 
the yacht was at Singapore they 
called on the late Sultan of Jahore, 
who in turn paid a visit and had 
lunch on board. 
The Eleanor will remain In port for 
about one week and then she will 
leave for Hilo, as Mr. Slater is anxious 
to see the volcano. San Francisco is 
expected to be reached about the 20th 
last and, after a brief stay there, the 
yacht will go as far north as Sitka, 
returning to Sao Francisco about the 
21st of October. Mr Slater expects to 
reach New London, the starting: point, 
about tbe first of May, 1896. 
Mr. Slater's borne is in Norwich, 


Coon. He is a member of tbe New 
York Yacht Club. His yacht flies the I 
Sag of tbe club mentioned. 
The Eleanor is a splendid specimen 


of marine architecture, and is built 
entirely of American material. She 
was built by tbe Bath Iron Workp, 
and was launched in May, 1894. She 
was designed by Naval Architect 
Charles B. Hanecom. The vessel is 
bark-rigged and carries 10,935 square 
feet of call.

Tbe propelling power consists of a 
vertical direct acting triple expansion 
engine.

Tbe yacht 
is also provided with a patent steam 
windlass, a steam steerer, and a dis- 
tiller and Ice machine. She is fitted
